ment purchase of anthracite roal kinds. 


Henry D. Lloyd of Chicayo wanted

The fight was kept up all day by the

The resolutions adopted set forth at 


length the evils of ihe trust system as

ciation to be known as the Anti-Trust 
Association of the United States, con- 
sisting of three representatives from 
each slate and territory; also the or- 
ganization of an anti-trust association in 
securing uniform legislation and a rigid 
execution of the laws. 


The resolutions declare tliat the over- 


capitalU.ation of corporate property is 
largely responsible for tlio breaking 
down of credi B and the financial dis- 
tress now prevailing. 


The 
resolutions 
were not radical 


enough to suit the Don nelly-Weaver 
element and they gave notice o'f another 
meeting at the Palmer IIOHPC tonight.

RECIPROCITY. 


Kfforts Being Made to Get Nearer 


to Canada. 


ST. PAUL, June 6.—In the reciprocity 


•convention today thu committee on res- 
-olutions reported in favor of reciprocity 
in trade, especially with Canada, which 
would, it is held, be of great mutual ad- 
vantage, favor the improvement of 
waterways 
from the great lakes to 


tidewater, so as to admit the passage of 
ocean steamers and open competition 
between the railways of both countries, 
.and providing for a committee of ten, 
five from the United States and live 
from Canada, to lay matters l>efore their 
respective governments, with a view to 
securing the enactment of necessary 
laws to the ends sought. 


After addresses favoring the resolu- 


tions by Hon. Joseph Martin and Hon. 
William 51. Springer of Illinois, the 
-convention took a recess.

FAROO, X. D., June 7.—Half of Fargo 


is in ashes. A fire started at 3 o'clock 
in a restaurant on Second street while a 
strong wind was blowing. At 4 o'clock 
the lire had reached the Great Northern 
track, ten blocks north, gutting the en- 
tire district for three blocks east to 
Broadway. 


A strong light was made to prevent 


the /lames crossing to the west side of 
Broadway, but by 4 o'clock they had 
crossed in several places. 


Telegraph wires are all burned BO it id 
upossible to reach Grand Forks or 


Hillsboro to ask for help. 


Probably 2000 people are homeless. 
The fire has just i-rosped the river to 


the Moorehead side of the Fargo rolling 
ills, which will be burned. 
The strong wind made tin; fire trawl 


so quickly that hardly anything was 
saved. 


The flames wont through brick build- 


ings as easily as though they were 
wooden ones. 


At 10 o'clock fire was burniiiir in a 


number of places. 


The loss is now estimated at $3,000,000, 


with insurance of about one-fourth that 
amount. 


Fully 3000 people are sleeping in the 


court house and school houses. 


Flying cinders caused fires to start 


long distances from the main one, and 
considerable loss was entailed. 


Late tonight the wind shifted and the 


[lames caught the Minneapolis and 
Northern elevator, 
containing 100,000 


bushels of wheat, and in a short time 
was consumed. 


The Fargo Republican office was en- 


tirely destroyed. 


Every open space is filled with a con- 


used collection of household goods, hug- 
•ius, merchandise, legal libraries, etc., 
•urricdly carried there. 


A number of people are sleeping to- 


night on the bare ground by the side of 
ill that is left of their personal effects. 


The militia are on duty and will guard 


the property as much as possible. 


At midnight firemen were still work- 


ing hard to stop the (lames. 


Practically one-half of Fargo is wiped 


out, only half of the business houses 
being left. 


Only one wire could be worked this 


evening, as the Fargo office is burned, 
ind messages have to be sent from 
Moorehead. Several firemen were in- 
jured by falling bricke.

THE CURTAIN FALLS ON BOOTH'S 


LIFE 


After Weeks of Intense Suffering— 


Brief Biography of the Great 


Tragedian. 


EW YORK., June 7.—America's groat 


jrayedian, Edwin Thomas Booth, who 
ias been hovering on the verge of the 
shadow for so many weary days, passed 
away at 1.15 this Wednesday morning 
in his apartments in the Players'club. 
The decline" in his physical condition 
had been very perceptible for several 
days, and as long ago as .Saturday night 
all hopes of saving his life were given 
up. 


All day today his condition grew 


steadily worse, and at 7 this evening 
l)r. St. (Jlair Smith, was hastily sum- 
moned to the club, and after a brief ex- 
amination of the dying man Dr. Smith 
prepared a bulletin which was lasted 
in the hall, to the effect that it was 
doubtful if Mr. Booth survived the 
night. 


Dr. Smith told a member o£ the club 


that the tragedian's pulse was in the 
neighborhood of 100 and his temperature 
over 105. 
There 
was nothing that 


could be done except for the anxious 
watchers to sit by the bedside until the 
feeble spark of life was finally extin- 
guished. 


At 10 o'clock another serious change 


was noted and Dr. Smith was again 
summoned. He did what he could to 
ease the dying moments of Mr. Booth 
who, although completely unconscious, 
appeared to suffer greatly for hick of air, 
it being apparently cxtrciaely difficult 
for him to breath. 


From this time until he expired the 


great actor gradually grew weaker, the 
restless motion of his hands ceased, and 
life finally rassrd away, when Ins breath 
had died to almost an imperceptible 
flutter. 


At the bedside were the actor's 


daughter and her husband, Mr. Uross- 
man, Booth's brother-in-law, Mr. Ma- 
gonig'e, William Bispham an intimate 
friend, and Charles Farryll. 


Edwin Thomas Booth was born in 


Bellaire, Md., November 13, 1833, and 
at the time of death was nearly GO years 
of age. He was a son of Junius Hmtus 
Booth and a brother of John Wilkes 
Booth. Coining from a family of suc- 
cessful actors and tragedians, Edwin at 
an early day acquired a desire for the 
stage, and made his first public appear- 
ance at the Boston Museum September 
10, 1S40, taking the part of Tressil in 
Gibber's 
version 
of 
Shakespeare's 


"Richard HI," bis father appearing in 
the title role. From that time until a 
recent.date his home was on the stage, 
and his name has for nearly a halt cen- 
tury been a household word. His Ham- 
let mu' the oply Hamlet, as was his 
father's Richard III the only Richard. 
In even- city of the old and the new 
worlds he has appeared, and was always 
greated with rapturous applause. Ho 
essayed the highest roles, and for a

This evening Mra. "Evans and daugh- 


ter Eva called at the sheriff's office and 
»ota 32-caliber gun belonging to them. 
Driving up Main street they purchased 
cartridges at a gun store, a fact that 
caused some excitement among the cit- 
izens. 


After a majority of the men had left

Mrs. Evans objected to his entering 
cr house, but Kay was satisfied from 
the tone of her conversation and the 
abandon of the folks that the men were 
not there.

About two hours afterwards lie received 
information from another EOurco that 
they were in the house dressed in 
women's clothes, and also that there 
was a black horse and a cart in the 
barn. 


ieriff Kay had been harshly cen- 


sured on a previous occasion for at- 
tempting the capture of tlie outlaws at 
night, and he therefore, decided to wait 
intil today, and not unnecessarily ex- 
pose his posse to the danger of being 
fired on from ambush. 


lie waited, therefore, until this morn- 


ing in the hope of getting gome definite 
information that they were at the 
house, and at about 2 o'clock this after- 
noon he heard that they were there. 


He immediately sent out a posse with 


instructions to surround the house, and 
he took Eddie Byrd, a nephew of Mra. 
Evans, to go with him to the house for 
the purpose of inducing the women to 
come out.

Annexation Now Not Looked for. 


A Dynamite Scare. 


SAX FRANCISCO, June 8—Correspond- 


ence of the Associated Press at Hono- 
lulu via steamer Alameda.—The annex- 
ation party have settled in their own 
minds thflt the United States is going 
to establish a protectorate over the 
islands. The cry of annexation or 
nothing is no longer heard. It ia re- 
ported that Minister Blount hinted that 
this would be the policy of the govern- 
ment at Washington.

THE TREATY SIGNED. 


THAT IMPORTANT DOCUMENT AR- 


RIVES FROM RUSSIA 


And ns It Met the President's Views, 


Was Signed and Will Tie 


Enforced. 


WASHINGTON*, June G.—Tlie Itussmn 


extradition treaty which has been a sub- 
ject of negotiation between the two con- 
tacting parties for more than six years, 
which has been amended again and 
igain and which waa threatened with 
.lefuat m its final stages, has at last been 
'ormally proclaimed and will henceforth 
be a law of tho land until it is superceded 
by another treaty. 


Tlie ratifications were exchanged in 


lit. Petersburg nearly two months ago, 
but because it was necessary to observe 
extraordinary precautions to secure a 
safe transmission of the document to the 
United States the treaty was not re- 
ceived .at the department until a late day 
last week. 


The treaty is in the French language, 


and it was necessary to translate the 
document into English and make a very 
careful com pariaon between the trans- 
lation and the original. 


This work was completed yesterday 


and today the President saw it for the 
first time, when Secretary Gresham 
carried it to a cabinet meeting. 


All that remained to be done was an 


ofiicial proclamation, and that was done 
this afternoon. 


Tlie proclamation itself was dated yes- 


terday, nnd simply recited the pro- 
visions of the treaty with the announce- 
ment that it go into effect twenty dava 
from date, that is to Fay, June 24th.

ing letter, together with the following 
report of the meeting of the co-operative 
raisin packing companies held yester- 
day to all the co-opi-r:i:;vf raisin pack- 
ing companifS in Fresno, Tnlaro and 
Kern counties: 


'Dear Sirs.—At a meeting held today 


of the delegates from tho co-operative 
raisin packing companies of Fresno and 
Tulare counties, resolutions, a copy of 
which I inc!o?c you, were duly passed. 
I was instructed to write and ask you to 
notify me at your earliest conveniences 
whether your company will assent and 
cordially co-operate in the formation of 
the proposed_ exchange. 
"It was distinctly understood at tho 


meeting that the exchange was not to 
antagonize the commi??ion packer, and 
thereby create a competition 
which 


would lower prices, but rather that all 
the co-operative companies being weld- 
ed together in an exchange, might be 
able as a unit to negotiate with other 
packers for he pur|>ose of establishing 
prices, and for mutual protection in all 
matters pertaining to the marketing and 
packing of rui.sins. The 
commipsion 


packers have their organization, ami it 
was felt to be absolutely necessary that 
the "rowers, through their co-operative 
companies, should have theirs.

president, treasurer and secretary. 


Third—The e-xchange shall b"e gov- 


erned by a congress of directors from 
the co-openitive raisin packing compa- 
nies who are members of the exchange, 
one of whom shall !>e elected president. 


Fourth—Compensation of directors: 


Each director shall be paid by tho com- 
pany who sends him to represent them 
on tlie board of the exchange. 


Fifth—Commissions: 
Each packing 


company shall pay to the exchange a 
commission of 5 per cent on all sales 
made through its agency, but no co- 
operative company shall be bound to 
sell exclusively through tho agencr of 
the exchange; 2^ per cent of paid 
commission on all sale, shall po to a 
holdover fund or loan fund, which may 
be loaned pro rata to the different pack- 
ing houses at a rate of interest not to ex- 
ceed S per cent. All interest is to be- 
come p:trt of the said loan fund ; the re- 
maining 2}^ jHsr cent of the commission 
shall be devoted to the expense fund, 
and from which shall be paid all sal- 
aries, rents and other expenses of the 
exchange, and which shall not at any 
time exceed the said 2^ per rent. The 
moneys left over after paving expenses 
shall be appropriated to tlie loan fund. 


The exchange shall fix a minimum 


price for the different grades of raisins, 
and no memlrtsr shall sell l>elow said 
fixed price, but such price may be 
changed at any time by a majority of 
the directors. 


The directorsshnll not have the powe; 


.o contract any debt, nor bind any com- 
pany to any agreement, except as"to the 
price ol raisins. 


The secretary or manager shall follow 


the orders of the directors, and shall 
not have i»owcr to act otherwise than as 
directed by them, under penalty of re- 
moval. 


Each packing house shall make a 


semi-weekly or weekly report of the 
amount of each grade of raisins on hand ; 
such report shall be private and for the 
use only of the exchange.

of Supervisors was interviewed yester- 
day with regard to Governor Mark- 
hani's views on taxation UK stated in 
THK ItKi'UBLiCA-S yesterday. 


"Ilisviuws are eminently correct," 


paid Mr. Letcher. "They are business 
like and they are economical. There is 
no reason on earth why the taxes 
should not he levied, assessed and col- 
lected by one set of ulncure, ami for that 
matter the whole amount oE taxes at 
one time. 


"There ia no good roaeon for having 


one set of ofliccrs to assess and collect 
county taxes and another set to assess 
uid collect city taxes. 
"In the interest of economy the entire 


tax should be collected at one and the 
sometime. The present system is not 
for the benefit of the farmers, hut for 
the money lenders. It is to the interest 
of the taxpayer to pay all his taxes ai 
one time, and not at u number ••' 
times. 
"He can, of course, pay all at one time 


now, but. notwithstanding that he has 
to pay the expense of this double assess- 
ment aud collection. The extra expense 
of tho new system to make out the hooks 
for doublR payment of taxes costs this 
county at Ieast$L>500 a year. 
"It'would be far better if all assess- 


ments and all collections should be made 
at one time, hy the, same set of oilicors so 
that taxpayers could dispose of the mat- 
tor Bimply, promptly and cheaply. Gov- 
ernor Ma'rkham'fi suggestions are mont 
excellent and should be adopted as the 
law of the state. Governor Markluun is 
making n very good oftieial record in 
most every matter aud has shown him- 
eeH to lie. a very sensible man. It does 
not take a great man to be a good gov- 
ernor, but it docs take common sense 
and honesty." 
Jt would appear that Governor Marfc- 


ham's suggestons are directly in the in- 
terest of the people and their adoption 
would 
greatly simplify matters. 
It 


would be no more dillicult to collect city 
taxes at the same time as Other taxes 
are collected than it does to collect 
special taxes in school districts havinc 
u bonded indebtedness to build schuol 
house?, etc. 


The adoption of such a method would 


also greatly simplify matters. 1'roperty 
owners would have, hut one hoard of 
equalization to deal with, one eet of as- 
sessors to appraise values, one tax col- 
lector, one delinquent roll to publish, 
and the result would be to greatly lessen 
tho sum U> be collected to meet tlic ex- 
penses of county and city government.

In 
ejjard to the former he said:

an Jose, but the question is, 'Will it 
enetit the eiateV " And he added: "I 
ever heard yet of any oue refusing to 
run for office because the capital was at 
acramento. There might be. such a 
ian, but if so I have not heard of him." 
As to Sontug and Evans, he said, dis- 
ussing the chances of their capture: 
"They'll get them yet," alluding to 


lie officers. 
"Sooner or later their 


career will come to an end. I presume 
he bandits will have to be killed first; 
hat is to be supposed. But the f 12,000 
r such a matter that is offered, all told, 
(vill fetch them. It's a big reward, und 
here are plenty of men who will con- 
inue after them. In time they will 
rinjt them in. That is certain. 
"Now, it has been suggested that I 


ncrease the reward from this state, but 
do not think it is Ticces?ary. The 
imount quoted is enough "to get them. 
Trom what I hyar it is evidently their 
ntcntion to intimidate everybody, but 
his cannot last always." 
In the matter of pardons, the Gov- 


ernor said: 


"Von understand that I have a great 


many applications for pardon. I stip- 
>ose I have a couple of hundred of them 
n the office all the time. I always en- 
deavor to find out all about a prisoner 
under sucli circumstances, what ia said 
against him as well as for him, and then 
I forward all the papers I have to tho 
commissioners. I never indicate what 
my opinion may be,, for I want them to 
act independently. They are very care- 
ful. There are live men, and they art 
all ffl>od. 


'"When the papers como back fron 


them, if I think the uiaii should be par- 
doned then I act. I always try to find 
out the former history of the man, 
whether he has hitherto lived a straight 
life, und v.'hether it is his iirst offense. 
If it is, then I am the more inclined to 
consider the matter, especially if the,ro 
are palliatiug circumstances. But il 
the man iiaa all along had a bad rtconj 
I think it is host to keep him where he 
is. He is safer there than outside, and 
the safety of the people ought to be con- 
sidered."

stores of this anil adjacent villages thia 
morning and ran onto a few points 
which may be of sumu intereHt to our 
fruit growers. 


In the first" place, we found pome 


mighty poor truck bearing the Califor- 
nia brand. A box of prunea was shown 
ns which was hardly lit for hogs to eat. 
It bore the trade mark or brand of the 
La Panza Fruit Packing Company of 
San Francisco and Philadelphia, ^vho 
knows anything about such an institu- 
tion? Is it in San l-'rancisco or Phila- 
delphia? 


Wo took three or four of these, prunea 


and washed them in a gill of water, and 
the water was almost thick with tbe 
dirty stuff which cams off them. The 
writer concluded that theae particular 
prnnes had been re-processed a time or 
two, but had not been consumed in 
season to prevent 
the 
re-processing 


from accomplishing its final and inevita- 
ble end, i. o., spoiling the fruit. 


We found a box of raisins from Fresno 


which was a disgrace lo Fresno. The 
berries looked as though they had tho 
measles. They had sugared wretchedly 
nnd were speckled all over. 
Other boxes 


we saw which looked very well indeed, 
and some sacked goods gave good satis- 
faction and other sacked goods gave the 
worst possible satisfaction. The berries 
all came out in cukes and sticky masses 
as big as one's head and were mouldy 
and did not smell sweet. 


As we have had to speak of some very 


poor goods from Fresno wo will also 
speak of some very good sacked goods 
bearing the brand of K. W. Hollis, 
Fresno, which we found on sale here.

How- 
ever, there is ono compensating advan- 
tage, people, hereabouts arc buying rais- 
ins all through the year instead of just 
at the holidays, if they do buy only a 
pound or two at a time. 


The idea occurs to us that our packers 


could do something towards stimulating 
consumption of raisins if they would put 
into their sacks and IMJXCS some neat lit- 
tle circular or card recipes for; using 
raisins in different ways and which tbe 
grocer could haml out to his customers 
with each small purchase.

Railroaded to Prison by Al 


Dill wood. 


Al DHhvood, of tho Dill wood Jnmea 


gang, aecomjKX'ueil by his ln.iat witness1, 
took up tht-ir old ([UHrU'rs in the county 
jail yesterday. 


Dill wood is registertHl for coiinuitting 


« burglary on this residence of Mrs. 
Mustek, Tom PL-ranee rokijiy, while tho 
charge of perjury follows this mum* uf 
Mr. \\c\\t. 


In the intf rvii'W with John Hern pub- 


lished yesterday,ho stated that the Dill- 
wood-James gang had robbed the housb 
of a quantity of fruit, catsup, etc.. put 
up for family use. 


Hern's story is that, at the timci of 


the robbery, he WHS working for Henry 
Mttfiick near the house that was brokefi 
by tiie burglars. He etiites tluit JameK 
came out there and was prowling 
around prospecting for ti chance to steal 
something. Hern says he had nothing 
to do with tho job, hut was satisfied that 
James and Pillwootl did the job. After 
he came back to town iiml was boarding 
at James' place, tho gang made no con- 
cealment of the fact tliat they did tlio 
work. 


Yesterday afternoon Al Dilhvootl waa 


Arrested upon the charge and was held 
to bail by Justice Austin in the sum of 
$2000. As BOOK as he was arrested he 
applied to Frederick Pero to go on his 
bond. 
Pero promptly appeared, but 


was informed that his bailing power for 
the gnus had reached the limit, and that 
if he desired to get Dill wood out he 
could do so by depositing $1000 cash 
bail. 
I'ero is a foreigner and is ignorant of 


legal methods and proceedings in this 
country. Dilhvood seems to have a vig- 
orous "pull on him in Rome way and 
whenever bail is wanted he calls on 
I'ero. It id also (stated that Dill wood 
has bled him for money from time to 
time. 


About three years ago I'ero had a barn 


burned north oi tuwn and f), K. Fred- 
erick waa charged with the crime. Al 
Dillwood played detective in the. case 
and by pretending to be friendly to 
Frederick, claimed to have wormed con- 
fessions out of him and upon Dillwood's 
evidence, Frederick was convicted not- 
withstanding the fciut that the hitter's 
father ami mother swore that he waa at 
home at the time Urn burn waa burned, 


l-'reduriuk. declared that he was inno- 


cent of tho charge, and that Dillwood 
had sworn to falsehoods throughout. 
Ho wan convicted and is now serving a 
term of ten years at Kan Quentin. 1 Ie. is 
now believed to have been unjustly con- 
victed, and that in Borne way Dillwood 
has i'ero com promised to such a degree 
that he docs not daro refuse anything 
Dillwood asks of him. 


While 
Dillwood wrs 
prospecting 


around for bondsmen another play was 
in progress in another part of the city. 
A warrant had been issued for tlie ar- 
rest of John Wells upon a charge of 
jwrjurv. Wells was a witness in behalf 
of Dilfwood in his recent trial for cattle 
stealing, his evidence going to prove 
Dillwood'B innocence, and the trial re- 
sulted in an itctmittal. 


When the oHicera started out yester- 


day to hunt up Wells they soon" found 
that he was apprised of the fact that he 
waa wanted. He could not be found at 
bis K-fitrret place, but a guard was 
placed in the locality and search m;ide 
elsewhere. 


It Tvaa learned that he would probablj 


be found at u lodging house south of the 
park. When the officers applied for 
admission to search the house it WHS re- 
refused. One of the officers went after 
a search warrant and Wells, taking ad- 
vantage of the situation, slipped oul 
into the alley and made off as fust as he 
could walk, when Deputy Sheriff Rap- 
clji stepped out and asked him to stop 
He submitted to arrest and was taken 
to jail. 


These cases will come up for examin- 


ation next week, when evidence will hi, 
produced to substantiate the charges 
jipainsfc the prisoners. 


The sheriff's oilicers are not suffering 


for want of exercise just at present, ami 
are doing some good work. It iaevidenl 
that there is much to follow, and thn: 
they mean to clean out tlie Augean stable 
of Fresno and sweeten thu moral atmos 
phcre before they quit.

The lloor was made up of iron girders 


hardly strong enough to support the 
walls, but heavy enough to stamp out 
human lives.

There was no escape from such n 


flood. The government of a great na- 
tion could not afford to provide a safe 
building for its faithful employes, but 
herded them together in a building 
whose unsound condition was notorious. 


There is shame and remorse on the 


souls of some men who were responsible 
for the state of things that confined men 
working for their daily bread in a build- 
ing that everyone in the city of Wash- 
ington knew was uusafe. 


Twenty-eight years ago there was

within the walla of this building, the 
news of it was flashed to the four quar- 
ters of the earth, and it brought con- 
sternation wherever it went. 


The man who was killed was Presi-

tliis building, which the government 
purchased after the assassination and 
used as an army museum, was ollicially 
proclaimed by congress an unsafe de- 
pository for even inanimate skeletons, 
mummies and books of the army medi- 
cal museum and a safer place of storage 
was provided for them, but notwith- 
standing the fact that in the public 
press and in congress also continued at- 
tention was called to the walls of the 
building and its darkness and general 
uusuitability and unt,afety, it continued 
to be used for the 'daily employment of 
nearly 500 government servants.

He is the messenger who stood off the 
Dalton gang at JU-d Rock a year ago. 
The bandits escaped. 


While two bandits were going through 


the car their three companions stood 
outside tiring at the passenger couche; 
and otherwise intimidating the passen- 
gers. 


Ten thousand dollars in currency and 


Borne jewelry hidden by the mt-s^n 
were not found by the outlaws. 


No attempt was made to rob tho pas- 


sengers, and as soon as the outlaws 
cleaned out the express safe they fired a 
parting volley, put spurs to their horses, 
and dashed off southward. 


The train ran Lack to Cimarrou and 


an alarm being given a sheriff's posse 
started in pursuit, but could only track 
the outlaws a few miles to where they 
stopped and divided the booty, as sev- 
eral dollars were found.

LIFE DESTROYERS. 


INVESTIGATING THE FOItD THE- 


ATER CALAMITY. 


A. Dozen Other Government Build- 


ings Said to Be Exceedingly 


Dangerous. 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—The sad re- 


sults of the downfall of the old Ford 
theater furnished the principal topic of 
conversation all day, and the opinion is 
unanimous that there was blame some- 
where for the shocking" tragedy, and 
many a nmn echoed the'vordB of Dr. 
Bartlett, that the accident was not one 
;he responsibility for which could be 
aid upon God, and the more the mat- 
ter was discussed, and the further along 
;he work of cleaning away the debris 
progresses, the more evident this be- 
comes. 
.„. 


This morning the uninjured clerks in 


;he doomed building were ahout the 
scene of the disaster discussing the situ- 
ation and holding little indignation 
neetings. It is evident the feeling ran 
very strong among them, and many 
were loud in their expressions of con- 
lemnation for the officials of the gov- 
e nment who herded them together in 
such u. building. 


Colonel Stewart, 
superintendent of 


construction of the new city postoffice, 
seemed to think as others do, that the 
whole trouble came from a weakening 
n front of the basement. 


There is no decrease in the general 


feeling of indignation that fills the citv 
over the awful disaster. There ia much 
commentlovcr the fact that not a flag on 
iny public building is at half mast to- 
*:ay. 


Though there are persons known to 
iave been in the building, who are still 
unaccounted for, the reported death list 
was increased only one. Until lost night 
workmen were engaged in removing the 
wreckage of the building. The broken 
desks were removed, the litter of papers 
and hooks gathered up and such as were 
of value were taken to places of safety. 
No suitable building haa yet been se- 
cured, and it will he several days before 
work will be resumed. The stories of 
suffering and distress growing out of the 
calamity are heartrending. The coron- 
er'B jury was impaneled this morning 
and will begin an inquest Monday. An 
investigation will also be made oy the 
war department. 


Secretary Lament arrived here this af- 


ternoon. Soon after he reached the citv lie 
expressed a desire tosee Acting Secretary 
Grant and Colonel Ainsworth, and those 
>fllcials visited him at his hotel and 
:iad a conference in regard to the future 
iction of the department concerning

The records of the war department 


mow that the collapsed theater build- 
ing waa for years known officially to he 
unfit for human occupancy by reason, 
not only of its structural weakness, but 
also because of its defeciive sanitary 
condition. 


This frightful accident has called to 


the attention of officials the condition 
of other public buildings, which are 
said*o be more or less unsafe. 


An official of the treasury department, 


whose duty requires him to he much of 
the time in the department of justice, 
said tonight that the weight resting 
upon the floors of that building was 
alarming to a man of nerves. 


The building occupied by the war de- 


partment and the second auditor of the 
treasury haa been frequently criticised, 
and clerks who work there assert that It 
is none too safe. 


The Busch building, which forms an 


annex of the poatotlice department, is 
another of these structures about which 
clings an unsavory reputation for safety 
and substanllability, and the patent 
office massive stone stone structure : * 
not exempt from general criticism. 


Tho building in which the oiBce of the 


sixth auditor of the treasury department 
was located, though a new one, is so 
heavily weighted with public documents 
and other material that the floors have 
sunk from two to three inches already 
and the clerks are in constant fear. 


There is a no more dangerous building 


in the city than the patched nn govern- 
ment printing office which lias been 
from time to gime strengthened by iron 
and wooden supports. On tho various 
floors stands tons of metal, printing ma- 
terial and millions of copies of bound 
books, to say nothing of the 3000 em- 
cloyes who swarm wit'in the walls, in- 
creasing the danger of their lives.,

Smith Thompson, a clerk, testified 
lat the messengers Colonel Ains worth 
rationed on the stairway frequently 
otilted the clerks with bated breath 
mt it waa the Colonel's order that etn- 
loyes should walk on tip toe up and 
own the stairway. The witness was 
n engineer and examined the building, 
here were no props where the excava- 
ion was going on. He declared that 
lie feeling of the clerks towards Colonel 
4.inB\\'orth was one of abject fear. 


At the afternoon session there was an 
citinn scene. Charles Barnes, .1 bro-

sluture meets. 
The lu.'t claims the state paid were for 
ho quarter ending September, 1892, 
md since th:it time over J&O.OOO in 
claims have accumulate J. They arc 
stacked up in the oilk-e of the board of 
examiners, and wid remain there im- 
iuproveil.

'ided constitutional by the supreme 
*ourt, the board of examiners contend

after Pennsylvania and Kcw York. This 
will be something of a revelation to 
many who have not watched the devel- 
opment of the oil industry in this 
region. Oil is obtained, in many coun- 
ties from Meudocino southward, but 
Ventura and Los Angeles are far in the 
lead as producers. 


Concerning the oil industry hi south- 


ern California the Los Angeles Times- 
says: "It is estimated that over 2GQ 
wells have been sunk in southern Cali- 
fornia, of which the large proportion 
of at least 80 per cent have been suc- 
cessful. Some of these wells have pro- 
duced several hundred barrels a day 
Many of them have been pumping 
steadily for fifteen years, while Eastern 
wells generally last only four or live 
years. Oil is worth here four times a 
much as in the East, which leaves an 
immense margin of profit, and make 
the petroleum industry one of the mos 
nviting on the coast to men of means 
The industry here is yet in its i 


fancy. What has hitherto been done 
but a foretaste of what is to come. It i 
generally known, among those who ar 
well informed on the subject, that n 
company which is closely connecta 
with the Standard Oil Company ha 
been quietly absorbing much of the de 
sirable oil bearing land in Yentur 
county, and, it is claimed by some, tha 
production ia being purposely kept down 
for the present. It would be a grea 
thing for this section of our oil bearin 
strata could be thoroughly developed or 
an independent basi3, and prices brought 
down to a reasonable level. This would, 
to a great extent, solve the fuel ques- 
tion and greatly stimulate manufactur- 
ing. But oil is now so thoroughly con- 
trolled by the Standard and affiliated 
companies, which have apportioned the 
entire world between themselves, that 
it is probably too much to hope that 
Southern California will be able to es- 
cape from the powerful combination." 
Tbnre are excellent prospects for oil in 
paying quantities in the southern por- 
tion of Fresno county.

peared in yesterday's Bulletin: "Cali- 
fornia is not the only state that has car- 
ried over a largo quantity of wheat from 
the crop of 1892. 
Most of the great 


liieat states of the Northwest siru sim- 
ilarly situated. Evidences of this con- 
dition of things have come to the sur- 
face in the past two weeks in a way to 


the most skeptical. SUies of 


loaded cars waiting an opportunity to 
be discharged into the elevators at Chi- 
cago and other points in the West tell 
the story of abundance, as it could be 
told in no other way. It is tbe presence 
of these long trains of grain just outside 
of tbe city that has been at work in the 
Chicago wheat market in the last ten 
days. It was thought bedrock prices 
had been reached when July wheat sold 
in that market on tbe, 6th at 66^ cents. 
Yesterday the same, wheat sold at G5J£ 
cents. It improved late,r in the day and 
the gain is maintained today. 


"Last week there were 20,000,000 


bushels of wheat in the Chicago eleva- 
tors, 10,000,000 bushels at Minneapolis, 
and nearly 12,000,COO bushels at Duluth. 
On the 6th the visible supply in tbe 
country was given at over 70,000,000 
bushels. On the 13th the visible supply 
was reported at 68,GG2,000 bushels, a de- 
crease of 2,410,000 bushels during the 
week. There is always a large invisible 
supply of wheat in the hands of farmers. 
Whether enough of this supply will be 
drawn to make the visible supply 70,- 
000,000 bushels before the new crop 
comes on the market is doubtful. Low 
prices are not likely to have that effect 
on stocks owned by farmers. Of course 
where wheat held under such circum- 
stances ia pledged for money borrowed, 
it is likely to come out, but usually most 
of the wheat hypothecated for loans is 
already in well known elevators and, 
therefore forms a part of the visible, sup- 
ply.

taking his body to Kiogsburg. On coin- 
ing down the road a little after aunret 
Mr. Ward and Dr. Phillips could see the 
flashing of the guns for some time 1«- 
fore the shots couU bo heard. 


About the time they got to tho cabin 


the fire lulled somewhat and a man, 
wild eyed and bare headed, kept beck- 
oning to them. Not divining the situ- 
ation they thought he was a lunatic, 
but tie soon as they got within speaking 
distance hu told them they were be- 
tween two fires and would better go 
back. The true state of affairs now- 
dawned upon -Mr. Ward and the Doctor. 
This man was fin officer ; another officer 
in a pile of rocks near the road kept up 
a desultory firing at a point on the hill.

Mr. "Ward concluded that inasmuch as 
the officers who were armed did not 
care to go to the caCin it was not safe 
for him to do so, ?o he drove on and 
waited for the rest of his party farther 
down the road.

TUE KEfcOTO TKAIX ROBBERY. 


The San Francisco Chronicle has the 


following account oi the alleged connec- 
tion of Chris Evans with an attempted 
train robbery in Michigan: 
J. W. Hartshorn reported to Assistant 


General Manager Aiitisdel of the Ameri- 
can Express company that lip had in- 
vestigated the attempted train robbery 
atKesoto, Minn., on July 1st, aud had 
found the circumstances such as to con- 
vince him that that robbery was the 
work of one C. N'aughton, and another 
unknown. The two men had left Man 
kato, Minn., ostensibly on a fishing ex- 
cursion to Washington lake, winch 11 
was afterwards ascertained they had 
never visited. 
During the stay of 


Naunhton in Minnesota he stayed at the 
hotel in Mankato kept by a Mr. Sontag, 
the father of John and the stepfather of 
George0.Coiitant. lieorgedid nothing 
at all for a living, but was always we! 
supplied with money, and as the pro 
ceeifs of the robbery at Western Union 
junction had been largo there was a 
chance that he might ho the man, 
especially as he was known to have been 
in the neighborhood at the time. 


On arival at Minneapolis Hartshorn 


found Naughton and Contant, who iu 
.Mankato bad acted as entire strangers 
on terms of closest intimacy. As he 
had been in Mankato, another officer 
was detailed to watch their movements 
During their stay iu Minneapolis the; 
were under the closest surveillance, au< 
every movement was watched. 


Naughton or Kvans, as be nfterwan 


proved to be, bought a ticket, lirs 
under his assumed name of Naughtoi 
aud showed it to George Contant in tin 
presence of an officer ol Pinkcrton'i 
agency, whereupon Contant purchase! 
a ticket for Fresno under tbe name o 
Head, and this was the man Curtin wa 
instructed to follow. 
At the depot, when the detectives ar- 


rived at 11.40 p.m. on July Itith, thej 
saw Contant talking to a man who an 
swered the description of Naughton 
and who was afterward shown to b 
Chris Evans. The two talked earuestl; 
together, and then Evans took the trail 
to Yisalia. The detective came back t 
this city to Hud Mr. Uartson in con 
sultfltioii with Captain Hume of Well: 
Fargo A Co. and Curtin. 


On making his report he was orderei 


back east, and on his arrival at Men 
dota he found Contant getting on tli 


Th 
ihe Delta stated yesterday morning 


that Under Sheriff Hall had promised 
to give the reward for tho capture of 
Evans to tbe latter's wife. Tbe state- 
ment was not correct in every particu- 
lar, and we were misinformed. 


Mr. Hall states that ho did not agree 


to give Mrs. Evans anything, but lie did 
promise, in consideration of the infor- 
mation given him by Perry llyrd, tbat 
if he (Hall) captured Evans lie would 
give Byrd one-half o! tho reward he 
got. Byrd said be would give the money 
to his sister, Mrs. Evans. Mr. Hall 
told Byrd tbat he did not care what be 
did with the money; if lie captured 
Evans he would pay Byrd what he 
agreed to.

bssed on a conversation had with Perry 
Byrd. Mr. Byrd yesterday said that be 
had made an error in his statement. 


HOW IU1.I,'S I'OSSE GOT TrtFllE. 


Sheriff Scott and some of his officers 


called at the jail Monday night to con- 
sult with the local officers regarding the 
situation and tbe preparation to hunt 
for Evans, They were, told that Evaus 
was cither in town or in tbis vicinity. 
Mr. Scott thought different; m fact, be 
gave it as bis opinion that Lvans was at 
the Perkins place, near the scene of the 
recent conflict. Summoning his men 
he procured vehicles and started for the 
Perkins ranch. 


After Scott's posse had left, Under 


Sheriff Hall was informed tbat Evans 
was at lira. Perkins' house, and about 
11 o'clock he started for tbe place. 
About fifteen miles out Seott's posse 
were overtaken aud passed on the road 
by Hall and Ilia deputies. Scott's men 
thought the hugines that had passed 
were occupied by Mrs. Kvans and a doc- 
tor, and they followed close behind. 


Hall and bis posse arrived at tbe 


place first and were up stairs at tbe 
bedside of Evans by the time Scott s 
men had tied up their horses. Scott s 
men went up stairs to Evans' room im- 


mHi"kapelje called Hall aside and said 
he claimed Evans as his prisoner, and 
as such he wanted a receipt for his cus- 
tody. Hall said Evans was his prisoner, 
not Rapclje's, and that he would not 
jrive any receipt. 
There was considerable wrangling be- 


tween tbe officers, and Rapelje grew 
madder and words became more robust 
in tone. Sheriff Scott, however, inter- 
fered aud the dispute between the olli- 
ccrs ceased. 
The question of who will get the re- 
ward will he a vexatious one, and it is 
intimated that the courts will be asked 
to settle tbe matter.

'entative yesterday Mr. Smith stated 
that he did not even speak to the young 
lady in question. The bandits, m oven- 
interview they had, invariably say that 
Smith acted in an insolent manner and 
insulted Miss Evans. The truth is that 
when Witty and Smith went to Evans 
house that did not sec Miss Eva tvans, 
and that the first time Smith ever saw 
her to know her was when he went 
back to the bouse with other officers a 
few minutes after the shooting. « hen 
they first went to the house only two 
of tue younger children were seen.

Immediately after the accident the 
ound was staunched by ligatures, and 
harles Cummings, tho proprietor of 
ie mill, started at once with him for 
lis city for medical treatment. 
The wagon had no brakes on it, aud 
•hen they had got down the grade to a 
point about three miles above Toll 
louse the leather socket ou tbe neck 
oke opened so as to let the pole run 
trough. 
Tho only thing they could do was to 
;t the horses run to get out of the way 
f tbe wagon. They had gone about a 
uarter of a mile" at this break neck 
peed when it became apparent that the 
nly chance was to jump from the 
•agon, which they did. 
Mr. Gunn was thrown violently to 


he ground, striking on his wounded 
rm and chest and rendered iincon- 
cious. When he revived he was spit- 
ing blood and badly bruised lip. 


Mr. Cummings "was thrown, and 
oiled so that ho is bruised and contused 
rom heail to foot and on both sides of 
iis body in a remarkable manner. He 
ras insensible for some time from the 
all. 


Upon recovering consciousness they 


tarted for Toll House afoot. A quarter 
of a mile further down tbe grade they 
onml the team on tho grade with the 
uggy off the grade. Tbe buggy aud 
aruess were both wrecked. 
They secured a rig at Toll House and 


•ame on to the city reaching here at 10 
o'clock. Drs. Pedlar and Hayden were 
called in and tbe injuries of the two 
uen attended to at Mr. Cummings resi- 
dence on S street. 


Mr. Ouiin's hand was amputated and 


iis other injuries treated, and yesterday 
ifteruoon be was resting well eonsidcr- 
ug his terrible experience. His wife

sidering bis remarkable and variously 
located bruises, but be is tbe sorest man 
in town today.

EIIITOR REruBLiCAS.—Much has been 


,,-ritten in the press on the raisin mar- 
ket during tlie last month, but very 
little has been written about co-opera- 
tion of the growers in marketing their 
raisins through their Eaisiii Exchange. 


The manner of marketing raisins last 


year is an object lesson which every 
grower would do well to commit to 
niemorv. We find that the grower's 
raisins'were sold in the eastern markets 
nt prices which realized him, in a great 
majority of wises, less than 2)4 cents a 
pound, and yet these raisins cannot be 
purchased in the east today at less than 
double, and the tetter qualities triple 
the amount which they brought the 
grower. 
. . 
Forty-two million pounds of raisins 


left this county last year, which at 5 
cents a pound, which is much less than 
tbe price the wholesale trade paid for 
them, would be equal to $2,000.000. 


It needs no excuse or apology for 


scrutinizing tbe manner in which rat 
sins are marketed. I venture to submit, 
without fear of contradiction, tbat the 
plan pursued oi marketing through tbe 
conimissiou packer is one which cannot 
be continued without ruin to tbe indus- 
try because tbe conimissiou packer has 
not the eapiUiI to hold the raisina until 
such a time as consumption creates a de-

All co-operative raisin packing com- 


panies and individual packers of raisins 
shall he entitled to become members of 
this exchange, upon giving an undertak- 
ing to abide' by by tbe rules of the ex- 
change and purchasing one share of 
stock.

L New York Sweater Has Three 


Victims. 


S«w YORK, June 13.—A six-story 


building on Montgomery street, filled 
with sweater shops, caught tire at S.30 
this morning, and in the wild rush to 
tho street of the people working there 
three, including two men and 
one 


woman, were killed. 
Several others 


were injured. 
The liremeii are still scouring tbe dif- 


ferent floors. 
It is probable that the search will re- 


sult in adding to the death list. The 
inmates were moil, women and children 
of all ages, nil Polish Hebrews. 


The lire is supposed to have started 


from n stove used for heating irons 
iu an apartment near the stairway. 
Soon all exit wus cut off that way, and 
the rear tire escapes were rendered use- 
less bv the fact that the iron shutters 
were "spiked fast in all the windows 
leading to them. 
. 
All rushed to the ffre escapes in front 


and fought there like demons. 
The 


whole front of the building was alive 
with people, all fighting fur good places 
on the tire escapes, thereby hindering 
each other. 
The ladder from the second story to 


the pavement was not yet in place, and 
several jumped from that point. The 
first was a woman, who fell on the iron 
oavinu in front of tlie limlrHnB and was 
killed. Next came two men, who fell 
on their heads and had their skulls 
crushed. Others landed ou their feet 
and suffered little injury. 
The tire department tinallygot ladders 


alongside, and assisted the remainder to 
escape. Some were driven stark mad 
bj'.tlie [riithl. It is expected tbat two 
or more of the injured will din. 


Meantime the building was on lire on 


every floor and it took half an hour to 
subdue the flames. 
The dead woman was identified as 


Celia Tlavis, aged 28 years.

The young inei 
said they were not out there" to hunt the 
bandits, but only wanted to be eyt 
witnesses of any battle that might takt, 
place. One of the young men said thai 
Kay showed good judgment in not goin- 
into the house, and Mrs. Evans repeat- 
ed the words, emphasizing them as the\ 
fell from her lips. 


Some member of the posse left hisgui 


near the place and Mrs. Evans pidieil it 
up and said it was a very good gun 
Elevating it to her shoulder, she aiuiei 
it at an imaginary foe and said she 
wished Detective Smith of the Southern 
Pacific was in range, thut she wouk 
send him a shot. 


Eva, Mrs. Evans' daughter, asked 1; 


what would bu the matter of firing the 
loads, and she answered 'bv Baying th; 
the weapon would kick. "Mrs. Evai.- 
pulled out the cartridges in the gun and 
took them in her house and afterwards 
drove down town and left tho weapon 
at the sheriff's office. .Before leaving 
she told the young men that she be- 
lieved that the utiicers' visit was only a 
ruse, that they intended to surround 
tho house tonight. 


The opinion is general that Eviinsand 


Sontag were in the honae at the time of 
the officers' visit, and that their hon>e 
and cart had been removed to a safer 
place of hiding, where it could be found 
when necessary. 


There was every indication that tho 


bandits had been there, at least u few 
hours previous, as tho family were very 
much excited and betrayed their feel- 
ings unmistakably. 


Mrs. Evans came down later in the 


afternoon with a gun sitting upright iu 
her buggy and went to a gunsmith's on 
Main street and purchased a quantity of 
ammunition and returned home again. 


A Porierville gentleman arrived in 


town yesterday morning, and lie stated 
that Engineer 1'hipps on the East Side 
branch had seen Evans and Pontag 
Wednesday night crossing tho track at 
Taurusa," eight miles north of this city. 
Phipps is the engineer who was held lip 
by Evans and Sontag last August at 
Collis, Fresno county, when tlie bandits 
commenced their career of crime. 


Phipps is positive that he saw the 


men, and he has every reason to believe 
it, as the train robbery last year is still 
fresh in his memory. It has been said 
that Evans and Sontag have uttered 
threats to gtt even with Phipps because 
he gave such damaging testimony 
against George Sontag who was con- 
victed in Fresno and sentenced to life 
imprisonment in Folsom for complicity 
in the robbery.

of establishing a raisin exchange has 
upon various occasions for years been 
disrupted in the papers and" otherwise 
Iwen coneidereil, but thu growers have 
never taken kindly to the proposition. 


The univcraal sentiment among the 


growers has been something like tins: 
A raisin exchnu^e would- bo a good 
thing for the middleman, buyer and 
speculator, but it would not be of any 
benefit to the grower, who, by placing 
samples of hi» raifins at the exchange, 
would, by so doing, simply be compet- 
ing with his fellow growers for buyers, 
and thus, as now, the growers would not 
be co-operating, but competing, in the 
selling of their cuisine, and the logical 
result would be that the buyers— not 
the producers — would set the price upon 
the raisins, and the grower, instead of 
bettering hia condition by being a mem- 
l>er of the escrLinge, would be yet more 
in the power of, acid ut the merry of the 
speculator than now. 


Tho exchange would saddle another 


expense upon the grower, who, because 
of additional expenses, would thus be 
compelled the sooner to part with hia 
raisins at the buyer's price in order to 
obtain money by which to settle the 
unnecessary eschanpe charges, as well 
as a large number ot other bills inci- 
dental to the growing and marketing of 
raisins. 


Tlie sentiment among tho growers is 


in favor o! establishing a growers! co- 
operative protective 
union, through 


which all the nufiinH should be sold, 
•without coming iu cum petition, and 
which should also establish uniform 
brandfl, grades and prices upon the 
whole raisin crop. 


Such a union, unlike the proposed ex- 


change, would be in tho control of the 
grower, and not of the buyer and specu- 
lator. In a nut shell, the radi

A NEW RAISIN DRIER. 


One That is Perfect Just Completed 


on the Kennedy Vineyard. 


The raisin drier at K. Kennedy's 


vineyard, about two miles from town, 
which has been remodeled, is now com- 
pleted, and will bold 5000 80x86 inch 
trays, or about sixty-five tons of green 


•apes. 
It forcibly illustrates the great im- 


provements that have l>een made in the 
raisin drier in the past four or five 
years. The former drier waa erected in 
1883 and was considered to be the bust 
drier built ut that time, holding only 
1GOO trays. 
Now one costing less is 


built by the same builders that will 
hold over three times as much fruit.and 
requires no more fuel to keep it at the 
proper temperature than the old one, 
and the care per ton for handling the 
grapes is much less. Each individual 
tray can be removed from ttie, drier as 
soon as it is properly cured, and only 
carelesancsa will cause the raisins to be 
over or under dried, and in no case can 
the grapes be burnt. 
As soon as one trav is dried .ind taken 


out of the drier another is put in, and 
thus the drier is always full, and no 
rajsina arc taken out and cooled off until 
thcv are properly dried. The steam 
generated in the' drying is separated 
from the hot air and allowed to escape, 
while the hot air is returned to the dry-
